When these plants
are ploughed under, there is that restored
to the surface which had sunk to a consid
erable depth, and thus the increase of fer-
tility. An increase in the fertility of the
stil, Uifen, is ecvident, as the green plan
and vegelable draw nutritious muterial both
from the air and a greater or less depth
below, and place it within the reach of the

Vegetable manures ars not,-of course,
as durable as the saline, such as £y psum
and the carbonates, bul when these are not
easily obtaioed, the farmer must rely
chiefly vpon green mwouring—but even
where lime is abundant it is highly neces-
sury that vegetable matter in the form of
green manure, should be sometimes added
10 it, in order 10 mesl the demanda of the
growing crop, W.8.

iTow is ' shout fenciog stuff!  Almow
every farmer needs some every year, eith-
©f (0 repair old fences or (o meke new.
This is 2 good month 10 get it ready. In
regard to this matter of fences, unless you
cau build a sione wall, they must be built
of perishable muterials, and hepee the con-
siaut iax upon the farmer lo supply the
waste andd decay. If ihe full amount of the
fence tax in Maine could be mscertained,
wnd laid before you, it wosld “scare ye.”
Many plins and schemes are now under tri-
al lor making cheap and durable fence.
The wire fence question, for instance,is not
yet defioitel y seitled ; some have succeed-
ed preity well with it, and some have not
succecded.  Oue thing is seitled, however.
The first beginners used too small wires,
and put the posts t0o far apart. But to use
larger wire more pasts, enhances the
price and renders it doubtful if it will then
be, all things considered, cheaper than ma-
oy other kinds in use, Some are trying
oirips of sheet iron, cut say an inch or ao
inch and a half wide, and nailed to posts.

Mr. Editor : I autended the Market

House meeting on Saturday iast, and was
much gratified with the courteous but ear-
pest ordesl ol discussion the measure pass-
ed. Its advantage lo all—merchants, me-
chanics,and farmers especially —were fully
dwelt spon-—its benefit to the town—and
especially its convenience to kecpers of
boarding-houses. ILis true we all con

trive to live—as well as we ean, gow ;
the oldestand richest citizens have com-
paratively little or no trouble ; but new-
comers, and persons of small means, suf-
fer more inconvenience and loss than
many suppose. Many people say it is
dear living as respects food, in Lewisborg,
than in any other large lown, simply for
want of a market-house. This should not
aod need not be.

‘Pwo of my lellow mechanics said the
only objection they had in giving it a trial,
was that ihey were not well enoogh paid
with cash to supply them. To this it was
truly replied that a market-house would
be ose link in the much-needed chain of a
more ready cash business. [ would add,
that two regular market-days—say Wed
nesday and Satirdey mornings—would
save them time, and old Ben Franklin says
“ Timeis money.” Anditistrue. The
time loat by mechanics, laboring men,
journeymen, and apprentices, in going and
looking at all hours of the day for this or
that article, would buy every family a
house and ot in three years. To get one
article of food grown in our neighborhood
the present way, takes from balf a day to
s day per week for each family ; with a
market two or thre¢ hours would do it,
much better. The farmer who brings
anything to sell, could save hours every
dny by having some uniform place 1o go
to. Ii he wants to sell a thing, he sells in
a few hours, or kavirs he can™, and he ie
satisfied, without going fro m door to door
hali a day or 2 whole day. If we want
to buy a thing, we gn and see if it can be
got, and if it can’t, we go heme satinfied
till the next market day, 1 know there is
an immence waste of Ume the present way
of marketing, which poor men and laboring
men can not spure. With a market, we
should get what was to ba had better, with
haif 1he trouble, and cheaper than now.
The farmer could afford to sell for less by
selling more and saving his time.

There are other persons— widows, and
rersons with small means—who with a
mearket could buy what they wished, nnd
in small quantities, who can not now push
their way into slores. have not eredit, and
can not buy largely. There are poor
people in the country, too. who would
bring many things to sell, that they do not
now bring, and would greatly benefit them,
and they would trade with uws. Market
mornings would be a time we would be
pretty sure to see anyone wished—to trans-
sct business—and to purshase not only
daily food,but from the specimens furnished
toengage our winter supplies. It would
introduce order, regulanty, stability. It
would encourngé gardening, fruit-raising,
flower culiivation, and agriculture in gene
ral, in our neighborhood, It would give
us a good name, and muke our town more
altractive, and as our manufacturing and
educational interests advance, it would be
of increasing advantage to working men
and students, and not the less so all others,
